His letter to the company calls at- 
jtention to repeated curtailment of 
I water service and that this hap­ 
pened "too frequently” even before 
the 1930 drought, and that "the ten­ 
dency 
when 
such measures are 
taken is for the water company to 
supplement the partial supply fur- 
' nished by the water works with wa- 
! ter secured from various sources 
whose purity 
may be 
unknown,” 
creating health hazards. 
Ownrrs Are Lax 
"The department of health," Dr 
Appel added, "has heretofore rec­ 
ommended to the 
water company 
that 
studies should be made of 
(Projects to 
increase the available 
i supply of raw water, or else to de­ 
crease the consumption cf water 
| through the installation of meters 
; for all served from the distribution 
lines. In spite of this recommen­ 
dation, the former owners of the 
water company have not done any­ 
thing 
to 
permanently 
re-enforce 
the raw water supply and. conse­ 
quently, this precarious condition 
still exists” 
The reason the emergency permit 
was granted for the temporary sup­ 
ply at Brushtown, Dr. Appel ex­ 
plained. is that the same source was 
used during the 1930 water shortage 
in the territory, and has been used 
at various 
times since, including 
.several times this year. 
Estim ates Of Cost 
The public service commission. Jn 
recent action on Dr. Appel's com­ 
plaint, ordered the company to pre­ 
sent estimates of cost of enlarging 
the drainage and reservoir area of 
the company, and also an estimate 
pf metering all consumers. Final 
action to compel Increased supply 
was withheld 
by the 
commission 
pending receipt of the figures from 
the company.

Hole In Hat 
They found him near the chicken 
house door, which

open, the fastening broken. 
One 
shot was fired from the m ans re­ 
volver. 
A hole was in hts hat, 
ringed with powder burns. 
Mr. Eppley was a native and life­ 
long resident of the Carlisle section, 
having been born and raised on the 
present homestead, a 216 acre farm. 
He was a member of the First Pres­ 
byterian church, Carlisle. 
About two years ago he was elect­ 
ed to the school board of South 
Middleton 
township 
and at tile 
present time was serving as vice 
president of the board. 
Mr. Eppley 
was also a member of the Boiling 
Springs grange and always took an 
active part in the civic affairs in 
that vicinity.

fugitives and a policeman. 
Jack Wierman. 24-year-old pris­ 
oner, committed suicide in a Penn­ 
sylvania woods rather than face his 
airplane-directed pursuers, who fa­ 
tally shot his companion, James A. 
McGrath. 30. McGrath had killed 
a Philadelphia 
policeman, Joseph 
V. Campbell. Jr. 
Fugitives Separate 
The other two fugitives, 
James 
Stoddard, 35, and Frank Seibert, 25, 
separated from Wierman and Mc­ 
G rath 
after 
shooting 
John 
D. 
White, a 
guard, near the 
prison 
wall. Each of the two pairs com­ 
mandeered 
automobiles 
as 
they 
dashed away in opposite directions, 
one into Pennsylvania and the other 
toward northern New Jersey. 
The prison break came in mid­ 
afternoon, shortly after the recrea­ 
tion period. White was on duty in 
a tower house on the Second street 
wall. 
Near him the 
prison elec­ 
trician, a civilian, and a trusty were 
working. A ladder they had used 
to get to the 
tower stood against 
the thirty-foot prison wall. 
Swarm Up Ladder 
Armed with a single 
pistol, the 
four 
convicts dashed 
across the 
prison yard and swarmed up the 
ladder. Thrusting

and the trusty aside, they fired two 
shots at White, one bullet piercing 
his shoulder and the other grazing 
his chest. They paused on the wall 
long enough to seize a riot gun, 
pistol and a rifle from the tower 
house, then dropped to the street. 
Two cars parked in the vicinity 
of the prison walls were seized. 
Stoddard and Seibert, at pistol 
point, took possession of the auto­ 
mobile of Norman Fretz, of Tren­ 
ton, and forced him to drive them 
to a street intersection, where they 
threw him from the machine and 
continued toward Newark.

GOVERNMENT BOOSTS 
AVERAGE COTTON BRICE 


Puts Value Of 8 Cents A Pound 
On Crop Accepted Vs Col­ 
lateral For Loans. 
Washington, Oct. 24 <AP)—The 
government Friday placed an aver­ 
age value of 8 cents a pound on 
cotton accepted ai collateral for 
crop loans to provide southern farm ­ 
ers with additional money. 
This action was taken by the ag­ 
riculture department to encourage 
holding the new harvest from al­ 
ready glutted markets and release 
part of the crop mortgaged to the 
government for the purchase of ne­ 
cessities and payment of taxes and 
other debts. 
Millions of dollars were loaned in 
the South last spring to assist the 
farmer in replanting his fields after 
the 1930 drought. Heretofore the 
departm ent has accepted cotton as 
security 
at current prices, which 
now range between 6 and 7 cents. 
It lias warehouse receipts on about 
10,000 bales.

JAPAN AGAIN 


SLOCKS LEAGUE 


Japanese Representative Re­ 
fuses To Withdraw Troops 
In Asia. 


Geneva. Oct. 24 (AP)—The league 
of nalions’ labors to reestablish 
peace in M anchuria were blocked 
again Friday night when the Jap ­ 
anese representative, acting on fresh 
instructions from Tokio, reiterated 
at a public session of the league 
council his government’s refusal to 
withdraw its troops by November 16. 
Kenkichi Yoshizawa, the Japanese 
spokesman, voiced his refusal after 
Dr. Alfred Sze for China had ac­ 
cepted with reservations the coun­ 
cil’s plan for peace, including the 
time limit on evacuation. 
This interchange clearly defined 
the deadlock between Japan and the 
other members of the council and 
aroused anxious speculation about 
what 
will 
happen 
today 
when 
the problem is to be debated again. 
M. Yoshizawa asserted again that 
the excitement in Manchuria made 
it impossible to accept any definite 
time limit for completing the evacu­ 
ation. and once more he advanced 
the Tokio government's request that 
China and Japan settle their dispute 
by direct negotiations. 


Overrule Japan 
On Manchuria Issue 


Geneva, Oct. 24 (AP).—By a vote 
of 13 to one, the council of the 
League of Nations today called upon 
Japan to retire its troops to the 
M anchurian railway zone by No­ 
vember 16. 
The 
single 
opposing 
vote was cast by the Japanese rep­ 
resentative. 
The council took this action a ft­ 
er rejecting Japan’s counter pro­ 
posal by a similar vote. 
The counter proposal contained 
mysterious 
fundamental 
points” 
which Japan insisted should be set­ 
tled In advance by direct negotia­ 
tions with China. 
Exactly what 
these fundamental points were was 
not explained. 
After the vote Chairman Briand 
made a conciliatory speech designed 
to encourage good will on the part 
of Japan and to hasten execution of 
the council's decision.

Ligaments are bands of elastic tis­ 
sue which envelop joints, tying to­ 
gether, in a sense, the closely placed 
I bones. 
Naturally the ligaments are loose 
enough to allow, for the full play of 
movement in the joint. 
Should, however, the joint be bent 
beyond its normal 
limits, during 
what we commonly call a “wrench,” 
the ligament may be torn. 
In such instances usually there 
will be found a point of special ten­ 
derness some distance from the mid­ 
dle of the joint. 
Torn 
ligaments 
require 
expert 
medical handling. 
As an emergency measure, the 
sprained joint should hp wrapped in 
cotton and a fairly tight bandage 
applied.
